Murder charge 
puts town at ease 


Crime. Police chief 
says community is 
feeling ‘sense of relief' 
now that suspect 
has been charged in 
Amber Kirwan's killing

She is called Pictou County’s 
angel. 

Amber Kirwan, the 19-year- 
old New Glasgow college 
student, continues to touch 
hearts in Pictou County follow¬ 
ing her tragic murder last fall. 

So it was with great relief 
in the tight-knit community 
when news hit Thursday just 
after 9 a.m. that police had 
finally laid a charge in her 
murder. 

Relief, and some closure 
too, was evident eveiywhere, 
from her family, friends, co¬ 
workers and fellow New Glas¬ 
gow residents. Relief from 
even local police, who worked 
tirelessly the past seven 
months trying to solve a case 
that, for this community in 
particular, needed to be solved. 

“The support (for her) is

something that I’ve not seen 
in my history here,” New 
Glasgow police Chief Delaney 
Chisholm said a few hours 
after a press conference an¬ 
nouncing that Chris Alexander 
Falconer, 29, had been charged 
with first-degree murder and 
kidnapping in Kirwan’s killing. 

“We’ve had some other 
tragedies, such as the Westray 
Mine disaster, but this really to 
me was the biggest outcry of 
public support that I’ve seen in 
my 40-year histoiy here.” 

Describing Amber as “a 


very loving person,” Chisholm 
spoke Thursday about how his 
force, along with the RCMP, 
deemed Falconer a person of 
interest in the case early on. 

He also described the relief 
police felt when the 29-year- 
old convicted murderer’s par¬ 
ole was revoked on an unrelat¬ 
ed matter in February, putting 
him back behind bars. But the 
ultimate goal was to lay the 
murder charge. 

“The community here was 
very, very supportive of us.... 
As well, they were very, veiy 
patient,” he said. 

On Thursday, candles, 
flowers and a small stuffed 
panda bear were placed at the 
wall near Dooly’s in New Glas¬ 
gow, where Kirwan’s friends 
held candlelight vigils during 
the search for her last fall. 

Alcina Cougias, a friend of 
Kirwan’s, placed one of those 
candles. 

“Thank God,” she said of 
the murder charge. 

Allan Sutherland, owner 
of Big Al’s Convenience Store, 
where Kirwan was believed to 
be headed after leaving Dooly’s 
in the early morning hours of 
Oct. 9, said this day was need¬ 
ed for the town. 

“(Her death) touched every¬ 
body,” he said.

Women describe 
Falconer as a 
‘teddy bear’ 

Three woman who got to 
know Chris Falconer while 
he was out on parole from 
May to November said 
outside of Pictou court 
on Thursday they were 
surprised to hear he was 
charged with murdering 
Amber Kirwan. 

“I never expected that to 
come of him,” said Brittany 
Robson, whose sister Tif¬ 
fany started dating Falconer 
a week after Kirwan dis¬ 
appeared. Tiffany said she 
hasn’t had any contact with 
Falconer since he returned 
to Dorchester Penitentiaiy 
and it was only by chance 
that she had a court date of 
her own on the same day 
that Falconer was being ar¬ 
raigned on these charges. 

“We heard it on the 
radio on our way down 
here,” said Brittany. “When 
we heard he was here, we 
thought we would go in 
and check it out.” 

The Robson sisters and a 
friend described Falconer as 
a “teddy bear” who was al¬ 
ways in a good mood, often 
giving hugs and kisses.

Chris Alexander Falconer faced 
a judge on Thursday morning, 
about two hours after it was an¬ 
nounced he had been charged 
with the murder and kidnap¬ 
ping of Amber Kirwan. 

The 29-year-old, who was 
clean-shaven, wearing a blue 
shirt, jeans and heavy green 
jacket, walked through the 
back door of the Pictou Jus¬ 
tice Centre in handcuffs sur¬ 
rounded by sheriffs and RCMP 
officers. 

There, he was arraigned on 
a first-degree murder charge 
for a killing that allegedly took 
place between Oct. 9 and Nov. 
5 and a kidnapping charge that 
allegedly occurred on Oct. 9 at 


or near New Glasgow. 

Falconer was arrested Wed¬ 
nesday at Dorchester Peniten¬ 
tiary, where he is serving time 
for a parole violation in connec¬ 
tion with a second-degree mur¬ 
der conviction unrelated to the 
Kirwan homicide. 

Police also arrested a second 
person on Wednesday, who was 
released without charges later 
in the day. 

The news of Falconer’s ar¬ 
rest was announced during a 
press conference at the New 
Glasgow Police station at 9 a.m. 

At the press conference, 
both New Glasgow police Chief 
Delaney Chisholm and RCMP 
Supt. Darrell Beaton said they 
were happy to finally be able 


to make an announcement in 
the case. 

“Today’s charges are the re¬ 
sult of a lengthy and thorough 
investigation using a wide var¬ 
iety of modern-day investiga¬ 
tive techniques and forensic sci¬ 
ence technology,” said Beaton. 

“We hope that today’s arrest 
is a step forward in the healing 
process for Amber’s family and 
the entire community.” 

Police confirmed Thursday 
Falconer was a suspect early on 
in the investigation. 

He was arrested in Novem¬ 
ber on the parole violation be¬ 
cause he had a knife, marijuana 
cigarettes and a .22-calibre 
magazine in his possession. 

Police would not confirm 


at the time that his arrest had 
anything to do with the Kirwan 
investigation. 

Kirwan was reported mis¬ 
sing on Oct. 9. She had been 
out the night before with 
friends at Dooly’s in New 
Glasgow and was supposed 
to meet her boyfriend Mason 
Campbell at a nearby conven¬ 
ience store. 

Following an intense inv¬ 
estigation and search, police 
discovered Kirwan’s remains 
on Nov. 5 in a wooded lot in 
Heathbell. Police said neither 
Amber nor Campbell appear to 
have known Falconer. 

During his brief court ap¬ 
pearance, Falconer asked he 
be remanded back to Dorches¬ 
ter Penitentiary, but provincial 
Judge Del Atwood opposed this 
request, with his next court 
date set for May 28. 

He is now behind bars at 
the Central Nova Correction¬ 
al Facility in Burnside.

Gay-rights activists, still 
mourning the recent loss of 
one of their own, cried out 
for change during the an¬ 
nual anti-homophobia and 
transphobia rally at Grand 
Parade on Thursday. 

Raymond Taavel, a well- 
known Halifax gay-rights 
activist, was beaten to 
death outside the Menz Bar 
last month. 

“We were saddened, 
we were scared, we were 
angry, and then came the 
vigil,” said Krista Snow, 
Pride chair, whose voice 
broke a few times during 
her speech.

Atlantic NDP want federal budget properly analyzed 



The federal NDP began their 
cross-Canada tour opposing 
the federal omnibus budget 
bill in Halifax on Thursday 
night. 

Dartmouth-Cole Habour 
MP Robert Chisholm, along 
with his Atlantic colleagues 
Ryan Cleary and Finn Don¬ 
nelly, spoke to a crowd of 
close to 100 people at Saint 
Mary’s University. 

At issue is a number of 


changes to the environment 
and fisheries acts contained 
within the federal Conserv¬ 
atives’ budget-implementa¬ 
tion act. 

Chisholm said it is in¬ 
appropriate for the stand¬ 
ing committee on finance 
to be expected to properly 
scrutinize such changes. 

“The government is mak¬ 
ing major changes to very 
significant pieces of legisla¬ 


tion without providing the 
opportunity for each piece 
of legislation to be properly 
analyzed,” he said Thursday 
night. 

“They’re trying to jam it 
through under the auspices 
of a finance bill, a budget 
bill, so it just goes to the fi¬ 
nance committee.” 

Each piece of legislation 
would undoubtedly pass 
either way, since the Con¬ 


servatives have a majority 
in the House of Commons. 
But Chisholm said it’s im¬ 
portant to inform people 
about the state of parlia¬ 
mentary democracy in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

“We don’t have all the 
answers, so we need to have 
(this) discussion, we need to 
have (this) exchange with 
Canadians,” he said.

Province 

announces details 
of review of 
psychiatric facility 

Nova Scotia’s Health 
Department has released 
details of a review of 
the East Coast Forensic 
Hospital in Dartmouth 
that released a patient 
who was later charged in 
a fatal assault. 

The department says 
the review will focus on 
patient supervision and 
public notification when 
a patient fails to return 
while out on a pass. 

It will also examine 
community-access privil¬ 
eges granted to patients 
who have been found not 
criminally responsible. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment launched the review 
after Raymond Taavel 
was beaten to death on a 
downtown Halifax street 
last month. 

Andre Noel Denny 
has been charged with 
second-degree murder in 
Taavel’s death. 

Denny was granted a 
one-hour unescorted leave 
from the East Coast Foren¬ 
sic Hospital on the night 
Taavel died, but didn’t 
return to the facility. 

The department says 
Dr. Alexander Simpson, 
the clinical director at the 
Centre for Addiction and 
Mental Health in Toronto, 
and Dr. Johann Brink, a 
psychiatry professor at 
the University of British 
Columbia, will help lead 
the review. 

The review is expected 
to finish this summer.

A sparkling vision of what 
Dartmouth Cove — neighbour 
to King’s Wharf — could look 
like was unveiled at a packed 
house on Thursday night. 

Harold Madi, a consultant 
with the Planning Partner¬ 
ship, walked about 100 resi¬ 
dents through the Dartmouth 
Cove comprehensive plan. It’s 
the area bordered by Alder¬ 
ney Drive, Portland Street and 
Maitland Street down to the 
harbour. 

“It’s meant to illustrate 
what the long-term buildup 
of Dartmouth Cove could be,” 
Madi said. “It really is about 
illustrating the big ideas.” 

Those big ideas include 
step-down residential, office 
and retail buildings, a tram or 
trolley, a continuous board¬ 
walk and even a harbourfront 
promenade. A pier extending 
from Maitland Street would 
cozy up to a greenspace and a 
beach. 

The design enhances the 


Shubenacadie Canal with a 
new trail link complete with 
public washrooms, public art 
and space for a restaurant to 
overlook the canal. 

The plan documents show 
the overriding principles 
included community, local 
context and colour, as well as 
active transportation, environ¬ 
mental sensitivity and “livable 
and beautiful” space. 

Dartmouth residents seem¬ 
ed impressed by the vision 
but expressed concerns that it 
might never happen. 

“What you’ve proposed 
here is terrific, but there is a 
but,” said one resident con¬ 
cerned that Halifax council is 
more intent on creating sprawl 
and outlying business parks 
than on creating density in the 
downtown cores. 

The Dartmouth Cove plan 
is still being revised according 
to public input, and a polished 
version will be presented to 
the Harbour East Community 
Council next month. Madi said 
at least one property owner is 
excited about the plan and is 
anxious to get going on it.

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Imperial Oil says refinery 
in Dartmouth is up for sale 


History. The 

Dartmouth refinery 
began production 
in 1918 and has a 
capacity of about 
88,000 barrels a day. 


Imperial Oil Ltd. is eyeing the 
sale of its refinery in Dart¬ 
mouth, citing global compe¬ 
tition and lower demand for 
gasoline — particularly in 
Europe. 

A decision is expected 
on a sale or other alterna¬ 
tives, including having the 
operation converted to a ter¬ 
minal, by the first quarter of 
2013, Imperial Oil executive 
Gilles Courtemanche told a 
news conference Thursday. 

“The demand for diesel 
has grown by a factor of 


five, but gasoline demand in 
Europe today is lower than 
it was in 1970,” said Cour¬ 
temanche, vice-president of 
refining and surplus for Im¬ 
perial Oil. 

“So that is causing sur¬ 
plus gasoline production. The 
Dartmouth refinery operates 
in the highly competitive, 
over-supplied Atlantic basin, 
which as you all know is open 
to significant global competi¬ 
tion.” 

Courtemanche said there 
are a couple of dozen po¬ 
tential buyers in a variety of 
businesses. He cited an air¬ 
line company that bought a 
refinery recently in Pennsyl¬ 
vania to meet its needs as an 
example of the diversity of 
possible buyers. 

About 200 employees and 
200 contractors work at the 
refinery and related termin¬ 
als in Dartmouth, Sydney, 



"Anybody who thinks that putting 
higher taxes in place for the refinery 
will make it more attractive as an asset 
for sale is really in La La Land.”

He said the Halifax air¬ 
port and the Department of 
National Defence need a se¬ 
cure supply of fuel and “our 
commitment is to maintain 
that security of supply via a 
terminal as opposed to refin¬ 
ing the crude oil and turning 
it into finished products.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said Imperial Oil’s announce¬ 
ment would be felt most by 
its employees. 

“This will be a difficult 
day for a lot of people at that 
refinery,” Dexter said at the 
provincial legislature. “It 
will be a difficult day for the 
community.” 

The company’s decision 
comes two months after the 
provincial government ex¬ 
tended a tax break for the 
refinery for five years. 

But Dexter said he has no 
regrets providing that relief.

Halifax, you’re keeping us en¬ 
tertained. 

Just over 60 per cent of 
HRM residents surveyed say 
Halifax has a veiy good array 
of entertainment options. 

We then asked respond¬ 
ents to rate those options 
on a scale of one to 10 and 
this is what we learned. 
Bars and clubs scored 7.9; high- 
end restaurants, 7.2; movie 
theatres, 7.2; live music, 7.4; 
and sporting events, 5.9. 

We also probed to deter¬ 
mine how many of us partake 
in live performances in the 


arts. Thirty per cent indicated 
they have attended a perform¬ 
ance at Neptune Theatre with¬ 
in the past two years, while 28 
per cent attended some other 
local theatre performance. 
Fourteen per cent went to a 
Symphony Nova Scotia per¬ 
formance and 25 per cent took 
in an entertainment show at 
the Rebecca Cohn Auditorium. 

As expected, there are 
large differences between age 
groups when it comes to at¬ 
tending these various enter¬ 
tainment options. 

As regards live theatre, 
people over 40 are twice as 
likely to partake compared to 
the younger crowd. Likewise, 
women are twice as likely to 
attend than men. Interestingly, 
however, women are almost as 
likely as men to go to sporting 
events. 

Our spending habits on en¬ 
tertainment have changed only 
a little in recent times despite 
what we are hearing about the 
economy. And responses to the

Despite many controversies in 
recent years, there is over¬ 
whelming support for outdoor 
music concerts, the survey 
also found. Sixty-five per cent 
support them, 28 per cent are 
somewhat neutral and five per 
cent oppose them outright. 


question, “Do you anticipate 
spending more, less or about 
the same throughout 2012?” 
indicate only a little change, 
with 16 per cent expecting to 
spend more and 66 per cent 
expecting to spend the same. 

The survey interviewed 
504 HRM residents and carries 
a margin of error of plus-or- 
minus 4.6 per cent.

Greece on Thursday swore in 
300 legislators for just one day 
before it dissolves Parliament 
and calls new elections.

In the traditional Parlia¬ 
mentary swearing-in cere¬ 
mony, Golden Dawn legisla¬ 
tors refused to stand as two 
Muslim deputies took their 
oaths on the Qur’an instead of 


the Bible. 

“Beginning today Golden 
Dawn is officially in Parlia¬ 
ment to speak the language 
of truth and to express all 
Greeks,” said Ilias Kassidiaris, 
who was elected into Parlia¬ 
ment and is also the party 
spokesman. 

But the party, like all 
others, will be tested once 
more at the ballot box next 
month. 

The May 6 election left 
no party with enough votes 
to form a government after 
Greeks, furious over the hand¬ 
ling of the country’s financial 
crisis, deserted the two for¬ 
merly dominant parties, the 
socialists and conservatives.

Minorities now 36.6 per cent of U.S. population 


For the first time, racial and 
ethnic minorities make up 
more than half the children 
born in the United States. 
This caps decades of heady 
immigration growth that is 
now slowing. 

New 2011 census estimates 
highlight sweeping changes 
in the American racial make¬ 
up and the prolonged impact 


of a weak economy, which is 
now resulting in fewer His- 
panics entering the U.S. 

“This is an important land¬ 
mark,” said Roderick Harri¬ 
son, a former chief of racial 
statistics at the Census Bur¬ 
eau who is now at Howard 
University. 

“This generation is grow¬ 
ing up much more accus¬ 


tomed to diversity than its 
elders.” 

The report comes as the 
Supreme Court prepares to 
rule on the legality of a strict 
immigration law in Arizona, 
with many states weighing 
similar get-tough measures. 

“We remain in a danger¬ 
ous period where those ap¬ 
pealing to anti-immigration 


elements are fueling a div¬ 
isiveness and hostility that 
might take decades to over¬ 
come,” Harrison said. 

As a whole, the U.S. min¬ 
ority population continues 
to rise. They increased 1.9 
per cent to 114.1 million, or 
36.6 per cent of the total U.S. 
population.

Orchardists in B.C.’s Oka¬ 
nagan region woriy that the 
introduction of genetically 
modified trees could take a 
bite out of fruit sales. 

The Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency is considering an 
application to allow a gen¬ 
etically modified variety of 
apple called the Arctic Apple. 

Summerland orchardist 
Joe Sardinha is anxious about 
how consumers would per¬ 
ceive the product. 

“I’m not concerned about 
the science behind it; I’m 
not a scientist. From my 
standpoint as a producer, I’m 
concerned that, with genetic 
modification, consumers 
could easily feel that their 
pristine apple suddenly has 
a component that they’re not 
confident in.” 

The modified apple-tree 
strain has a trait that keeps 
the apples from browning.

Sardinha believes this benefit 
is not significant enough for 
consumers in the Okanagan. 

“There are plenty of ways 
to keep those apples fresh 
with some very simple nat¬ 
ural-occurring things like 
citric acid. In this particular 
case, the trait is only the non¬ 
browning feature. We already 
have a naturally selected 
apple that has that,” he said. 

In response to NDP ques¬ 
tions, B.C. Agriculture Minis¬ 
ter Don McRae told the legis¬ 
lature on Tuesday that, to 
date, no applications for per¬ 
ennial crops with genetically 
modified genes have been ap¬ 
proved in Canada. 

Organic farmers are con¬ 
cerned they could lose their 
organic status if genes in¬ 
advertently transfer between 
crops.

Supreme court

grounds of hospital 


A man who beheaded and can¬ 
nibalized a fellow passenger on 
a Greyhound bus in Manitoba 
has won his bid to leave the 
grounds of the mental hospital 


where he is being kept. 

A Criminal Code review 
board has ruled that Vince Li’s 
treatment team may grant him 
short escorted trips into Sel¬ 
kirk. 

The review board says the 
passes will start at 30 minutes 
and increase incrementally to a 
maximum of full days. 

The board also says the 
passes should only be granted 
if Li’s treatment team believes 
his condition is stable and that 


it would be “appropriate and 
safe for him to leave the locked 
ward.” 

Li will have to be escorted at 
all times by a staff member and 
a security officer. 

“It’s terrible. It’s disgusting,” 
Nadine McLean, the victim’s 
stepmother, said Thursday after 
she learned about the decision. 

“It’s land of a waste going 
to the review board every year 
when he’s going to get what¬ 
ever he asks for.” 


The passes can be issued 
starting May 24. 

Li was found not criminally 
responsible for the July 2008 
death of Tim McLean, a young 
carnival worker who was sit¬ 
ting next to Li on a bus near 
Portage la Prairie. 

Li was initially confined to a 
locked wing of the Selkirk Men¬ 
tal Health Centre, but in 2010 
was given the right to escorted 
walks on the hospital grounds.

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North Korea gets 
an honest voice 


Escape from tyranny. 

The few who have 
managed to get out 
of the dictatorship are 
working hard to tell 
what it's like inside 


Shin In Geun was born in a 
North Korean prison camp. 
Song Byeolc served the re¬ 
gime as a propaganda artist. 
Both have fled — and are ex¬ 
posing North Korea’s regime. 

“We were beaten when¬ 
ever the guards felt like it,” 
Shin tells Metro. “I saw people 
beaten to death, starving to 
death and publicly executed.” 

Shin’s torso is covered 
with scars from torture. His 
ankles bear scars from having 
been hung upside down. Part 
of his right middle finger is 
missing: prison guards cut it 
off as punishment. 

“In the prison camp, you 
can’t trust anyone,” he ex¬ 
plains. “You have to be cruel 
to survive. If you report a 
fellow inmate to the guards, 
you get his food. And because 


you’re always starved, of 
course you do.” 

Shin even saw his mother 
and brother executed after 
they tried to escape. He had 
denounced them. 

Shin, now 29, is the only 
person born in a North Ko¬ 
rean prison camp known to 
have escaped. Now he lives in 
California and South Korea, 
and is determined to tell the 
world about the immense 
cruelty of North Korea’s Kim 
regime. “I don’t know wheth¬ 
er speaking out will change 
anything,” he says. “But I 
can’t do nothing.” 

His life has been chron¬ 
icled in a new book, Escape 
From Camp 14. 

Song Byeolc was one of the 
brutal regime’s propaganda 
artists. “I didn’t know the 
truth about North Korea be¬ 
ing a closed society,” he tells 
Metro. “I respected and ad¬ 
mired the political leaders.” 
But when mass starvation hit 
the country, Song discovered 
the true face of the regime. 

“My father and I had to 
go to China to get rice be¬ 
cause my family didn’t have 
any food. My father drowned 


when we tried to cross the 
Temen river. I couldn’t find 
his body and asked the North 
Korean border guards to help, 
but instead they arrested me 
and put me in prison.” 

Today Song is a fierce op¬ 
ponent of 29-year-old dicta¬ 
tor Kim Jong Un, using his 
artistic skills to make post¬ 
ers mocking North Korea. “I 
want to tell people around 
the world how North Koreans 
live, and how different their 
lives are from what people 
in other countries take for 
granted,” he explains. 

In fact, the regime may 
not survive much longer. 
“News is increasingly leaking 
into the North through short¬ 
wave radio broadcasts and 
illegal international phone 
calls,” explains Tim Peters, a 
Seoul-based pastor who helps 
North Koreans escape. “Brave 
defectors like Song and Shin 
do a great service to their 
countrymen.”

Kim Jong Un isn’t relaxing 
control of society, but he’s 
more accessible than his 
father was.

Economist 
believes as many as 
10% of transportable

Cross-border shopping is cost¬ 
ing the Canadian economy 
much more than believed 
and new rules raising duty¬ 
free limits will only make 
matters worse, says a new re¬ 
port by the Bank of Montreal. 

The assessment of costs 
comes from the bank’s dep¬ 
uty chief economist, Doug 
Porter, in his latest price-gap 
comparison between con¬ 
sumer goods in Canada and 
the United States. 

Porter said Thursday that 
although the price gap has 
narrowed to 14 per cent on 
average from the 20 per cent 
he found in last spring’s sur¬ 
vey, the cross-border shop¬ 
ping phenomenon appears to 
be intensifying.

“That was something Eddie 
Murphy said to me a few years 
ago. He said, ‘Man, if you’re 
lucky enough to be in this busi¬ 
ness, every 20 years you have to 
go back and get the kids.’ 

“I like the idea of matur¬ 
ing and then go back and drop 
something. What’s great for 
me is the target audience is 
in my house.” That wasn’t the 
only piece of wisdom from his 
elders Smith has held on to, as 
it turns out. “I was in Australia 
in 1990 with Sly Stallone, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and Bmce Willis 
and they were opening Planet 
Hollywood,” Smith remembers. 

“I go sit there with those 
guys, and Arnold says, ‘Young 
man, I want you to know that 
you cannot be a movie star only 
in the United States. You’re 
only a movie star if they know 
you around the world.’ They 
put that idea into my mind 
and then from that point that’s 
when I started to make it a 


point to open in new markets. 
We went into Russia with I, Ro¬ 
bot. We went into Brazil. 

“It used to be a time where 
you could just have hit movies 
in the U.S., but that’s not the 
case. So, to me it’s just about 
taking those laps around the 
world to maintain that.” 

So with that land of global 
stardom in mind, does that 
mean Smith will be continue 
easing his way back into acting, 
possibly with a visit to another 
hit franchise like Bad Boys? 

Co-star Martin Lawrence has 
certainly expressed interest. 
Smith, however, is not so sure. 
“I love making those movies. 
It’s Miami, the tight T-shirt and 
fast cars,” he says. 

“But just at this point in 
my career, the material has to 
be right. I’m 43. I’m looking at 
maybe seven more years where 
I can run and jump, and then 
I’m going butt and gut for the 
rest of my career.” 


While Men in Black 3 star 
Tommy Lee Jones certainly isn’t 
known for being terribly talk¬ 
ative, we did manage to get the 
Oscar-winner to open up on a 
few topics — including his rela¬ 
tionship with Will Smith. 

How does the whole press 
junket process feel from your 
perspective? 

It’s essentially boring, but you 
find a way to enjoy it. You an¬ 
swer the same questions over 
and over and over again, all day 
long. And some of the questions 
are, frankly, uninteresting, but 
we’re not here to entertain me. 
Please don’t feel any pressure. 

What makes a project worth 
doing for you? 

There’s several ways to define 
that. One is a good script, it has 
a good director, there are ap¬ 
pealing actors attached to it, it’s 
a good business deal or it’s in 
a location that I’m pretty sure 
that my wife and my daughter 
would want to visit. All of those 
things are factors. 

Will Smith describes chem¬ 
istry with other actors as like 
playing tennis. Do you have 
your own sports metaphor for 
acting? 

No. I don’t have a metaphor. I 
don’t even use the word chem¬ 
istry. You relate as well as you 
can to other people, and you 
tiy to create circumstances in 
which your character relates 
appropriately to theirs. I’ve a 
good relationship with Will. 
He’s a terrific guy to work with, 
and he’s excellent company all 
the time. 

There was a lot of talk about 
this film going into produc¬ 
tion while the script was still 
being worked out. How does 



that affect the filmmaking 
process? 

Not greatly. A day of work is 
a day of work. Of course, it’s 
more helpful if a script is com¬ 
plete. It’s easier to determine 
what place and scene plays in 
the overall narrative. Obvious¬ 
ly, that’s always helpful. 

We spoke with Rick Baker, 
who mentioned that often 
they have to make more 
than one of your props, as 
they tend to fall apart in your 
hands, is this true? 

Oh. Barry Sonnenfeld (Men in 
Black 3 director) likes to make 
jokes about me breaking props 
all the time. I don’t know what 
Rick has to do with props. 

Rick also mentioned the little 
robot you used to beat up Wu 
in the restaurant scene. 

Oh, yeah. That thing may have 
gotten broken a time or two be¬ 
cause it was used as a weapon 
to beat Wu up. So that’s kind of 
hard on a puppet (laughs).

Music. Alan Doyle 
branches out with first 
solo album 


Alan Doyle remembers with 
uncommon clarity the first 
time he held a Great Big Sea 
album in his hands. 

It was Aug. 2, 1993, and 
he was standing outside his 
rental house on Suez Street 
in St. John’s, N.L. The Doyle 
family of musicians was, 
in his words, “legendaiy” 
in his hometown of Petty 
Harbour, but they tended to 
perform at weddings, parties 
and dances. They didn’t have 
their own albums, and Doyle 
assumed it would never be 
his fate as well. 

“I thought that only hap¬ 
pened to people from the 
mainland,” Doyle, 43, re¬ 
called. “It was the coolest day 
of my life.” 

It’s roughly 19 years later 
and Great Big Sea has issued 
11 albums since its blue-hued 
debut, so Doyle has rarely felt 
that same indescribable kick 
he had that day. 

That was, until this week, 
when Doyle’s solo debut, Boy 
on Bridge, hit stores. 

When asked how he felt 
finally seeing his given name 
splashed across a record cov¬ 
er, the personable Doyle slid 
his iPhone from his pocket 
and proudly showed off a 
photo taken the first time he 
held the album in his hands. 
In it, he wears a goofy grin as 
wide as the Rock itself. 

“Look at that — I got my 
own record,” he marvels, 


sipping a coffee on a sunny 
Toronto patio. “I realize I 
should be above it. But I can’t 
help it. 

“It thrills me to the bone, 
still.” 

That was, in effect, the 
motivation behind Doyle’s 
decision to issue his first solo 
record — the music-industry 
vet doesn’t get the opportun¬ 
ity to do anything for the first 
time that often anymore.

At 46, the man across from 
me still looks like a member 
of The Most Dangerous 
Band in the World as Guns 
N’ Roses was hyped back in 
1987.

The deal-breaker 
was that Ian really wanted to 
play guitar, too. 

8. Sam, Slash’s gigantic 
anaconda, helped pick the 
running order of Apocalyptic 
Love. “Sam lives in (my) gym. 
Early on, I was listening to 
the new sequence (of songs) 
record in the gym and he 
didn’t move. Then the next 
time I played it (this time 
with the new sequence), it 
was the first time I’d seen 
him move in a month. So I 
guess that either he digs it or 
he was trying to get away.” 

9. Slash recently lived a 
dream by being a guest on 
the British version of Top 
Gear. Slash: “The Stig was 
OK, but he couldn’t under¬ 
stand why the right-hand 
drive and left-hand stick 
might be an issue.” 

10. Slash’s daily drive 
around L.A. is in an Aston- 
Martin Vantage. With a V-12, 
of course.

Bestselling personal finance 
author David Chilton is the 
newest member of CBC’s hit 
series Dragon’s Den, which just 
wrapped shooting its seventh 
season. 

Metro sat down with him 
this week in Vancouver to talk 
about life on the show and 
his timeless tips for financial 
success. His 1989 book, The 
Wealthy Barber, is Canada’s 
all-time bestseller, having sold 
more than two million copies. 
This interview was edited and 
condensed for space. 

How was your first season 
with the Dragons? 

I don’t have any negative com¬ 
ments. Everybody wants me to 
say, ‘This went wrong,’ or ‘this 
wasn’t something to my liking,’ 
but it wasn’t that way at all. 
The Dragons were great to deal 
with, die behind-the-scenes 
staff was a lot of fun and it was 
an all-positive experience. 


Did you butt heads with any 
of them? 

Yes, and you know what’s 
really interesting? I got in a 
fairly significant argument 
during my second pitch, with 
both Kevin (O’Leary) and 


Arlene (Dickinson), and it’s 
not like me. I’m a very low- 
key guy. I’m not a conflict-ori¬ 
ented guy. It’s amazing how 
passionate you get, and how 
competitive you get in that 
environment. 


What was the argument 
about? 

I was mad at Kevin for the way 
he was treating someone. That 
must come as a shock. And 
I’m not sure why I got mad at 
Arlene. The funny thing is, she 



was right in the argument. 

I went home that night and 
I was thinking it through and I 
thought, ‘Oh, she was definitely 
right there,’ but at the time of 
course I didn’t concede that. It 
was only later when I realized I 
was in the wrong. 

What kind of products or en¬ 
terprises are you most likely 
to invest in? 


I think I gravitated more toward 
the people than the product. I 
went for some low-tech ideas. 
I’m not veiy knowledgeable in 
the digital space, and I certainly 
can’t compete with (Internet 
mogul) Bruce Croxon, so if 
there’s a great idea, they’re go¬ 
ing to gravitate to him and he’s 
going to gravitate to them, so I 
went for a lot of low-tech ideas. 
I’m more about the person.

Gone are the days when 
Rick Mercer convinced 
high-profile politicians to 
submit to his quirky shticlc. 


He says politicians are too 
boring and too scripted. 

“I got naked with Bob 
Rae, and I went shopping 
for plastic with Paul Martin, 
and Gordon Campbell I had 
on the show many times be¬ 
fore when he was premier, 
but we’ve moved away from 
that format a little bit,” he 
said earlier this week dur¬ 
ing a junket in Vancouver 
introducing CBC’s con¬ 
densed fall-winter season. 

These days the famous 
comedian and political sat¬ 
irist is much more inter¬ 
ested in talking to ordinary 
Canadians. 

“I think we’re going to 
stay with the same mission, 
which is every week getting 
out to a different part of 
the country and exploring 
it and showing it off to the 
rest of the country and hav¬ 
ing fun,” he said of his dec¬ 
ade-old Rick Mercer Report. 

He seeks out the disen¬ 
franchised, the far-flung, 
even children, as he recent¬ 
ly demonstrated with touch¬ 
ing segments on Spread the 
Net, a competition between 


Canadian schools raising 
money to buy mosquito 
nets for malaria-prone re¬ 
gions of the world. 

The CBC is still ironing 
out how to deal with the 10 
per cent funding cut deliv¬ 
ered in the federal budget 
in March. 

The result was 650 jobs 
lost, including 475 this 
year. And, starting soon, 
CBC Radio will no longer be 
ad-free. 

The public broadcaster is 
delivering four new shows 
this fall, but repeating many 
shows in prime time to fill 
the gaps left by 175 hours of 
original programming that 
won’t be renewed. 

As an independent pro¬ 
ducer contracted by the 
CBC, Mercer admitted he’s 
biased, but said all enter¬ 
tainment aside, he still con¬ 
siders the CBC one of the 
best news organizations in 
the world. 

“I think beating up the 
CBC is something that cer¬ 
tain segments of society 
like to do, or certain inter¬ 
est groups like to do, and 


they never really tell the 
story,” he said. 

“I mean, the CBC has a 
full, Canadian prime-time 
schedule, and you can’t 
compare them to networks 
that don’t have a single 


thing in prime time that’s 
Canadian. You just can’t. 
It’s apples and oranges.” 

The Rick Mercer Report 
returns to CBC for its 10th 
season Tuesdays at 8 p.m. in 
September.

Justin Halpem has become an 
international phenomenon 
thanks to the curse-laden ad¬ 
vice of his father.

He’s such a big part of my life 
that if he was prominent in the 
story, then I was going to put 
him in it. And he also is much 
more adept at framing things 
in a way that I never could.

I call it that. 


What’s next for you? 

We’ve sold this book as a 
show — we wanted to do a 
Wonder Years-type thing set 
in the early ’90s that was a 
little bit more focused on these 
13- and 14-year-old kids learn¬ 
ing about women. The early 
’90s were the last innocent 
moments this country really 
had. You can just Google and 
find pom anywhere now, but 
back in the day, there was still 
mystery left, even speaking 
about women anatomically I 
didn’t know how they worked.

1. Core tomatoes. Cut red pep¬ 
per in half, removing stem 
and seeds. Cut top off garlic 
to expose cloves.

The Scotiabank Blue Nose 
Marathon will rule the streets 
of Halifax and Dartmouth 
for a ninth straight year this 
weekend.
